| DESTRUCTIVE FIRE ON HILLS- 
BORO STREET. 


TWO STORES BURNED. 


At half past one o’clock this morn- 
ing the city was aroused by the alarm 
of fire. Metropolitan Hall bell sounded 
the alarm for Western Ward, and it 
was soon ascertained that the store of 
Major Williams (colored) on Hillab oro 
strect was in flames. The building, 
which was very old, burnt like a match 
box, and was entirely enveloped in 
in flames before a half dozen persons 
arrived on the spot. The flames were 
speedily communicated to the adjoin- 
ing store of Mr. Joe Betts. This buil- 
ding was also old and dry, and beyond 
the power of saving when the Firemen 
arrived on the ground. 

The Firemen turned out with a com 
mendable promptness and though the 
engines, both the Rescue and Victor 
could do nothing without water, yet 
they were in place ready and willing. 
The Hook aad Ladder, and the (col’d) 
Bucket Company did the work of stay- 
ing the flames. The Victor, (col’d.) 
sunk their hose in a well but exhausted 
all the water in a few minutes. The Res- 
cue with steam up, her officers and men 
present could only look on and assist 
the Hook and Ladder and the Bucket. 

Major Williams was insured in one of

The buildings belonged to the e tate of 
Kimbra Jones, and were uninsured. 


There was a dead calm at the time or 
the flames would have spread either way 
for two or three squares, as there was 
no water in reach of the hose. 

The fire was undoubtedly the work 
of an incendiary. Loss about $3000 
above Insurance.
